on the Farm. Farmers have long done more with less – one of
the many reasons agribusiness is the No. 1 industry in South
Carolina.

In keeping with the theme of efficiency, I found the
workshop “Making Biodiesel from Crops Grown with Manure”
particularly interesting.

These students have the chance to
interact with colleges who offer degrees in agricultural fields,
including Clemson University, Horry-Georgetown Technical
College, Orangeburg County Technical College, Piedmont
Tech, Spartanburg Community College and Trident Technical
College. It ’s important to seize every opportunity to
engage young people who are interested in agriculture and
agribusiness. After all, in South Carolina we have to maintain
over 200,000 jobs in the agribusiness sector.

Something new at the Expo this year, the Food Truck
Rodeo featured the finest South Carolina flavors from
barbecue to seafood to donuts. Speaking of food, the Taste of
SC showcased the 2016 class of Chef Ambassadors dishing
up palate-pleasing combinations like Clemson bleu cheese
with Manchester Farms quail, and hickory smoked pork over
collards with cracklin’ cornbread.

In December, the SC
Department of Agriculture
recognized employees for
their years of dedicated
service.

Roy Copelan is the
embodiment of loyal service.
He joined the department
in 1972 as a marketing
specialist, where he initially
covered livestock markets all
over the state.  

In 1975 he started the
International Trade Program,
which developed foreign
markets for South Carolina
foods. Over the next 32

years, Copelan traveled to 73 foreign countries to open new
food markets. His program started at ground zero, but grew to
$360 million annually.

Also, from 1989 to 2005 he led the Ag Study Tour for South
Carolina farmers, taking them on trips all over the United
States and internationally to learn about agricultural practices
in other areas.  

Copelan retired from SCDA in 2006 but soon thereafter
went to work part time for the SC Beef Council and the
SC Cattlemen’s Association. He maintains an office at
the Department of Agriculture. Although he has worked
for 44 years, he doesn’t show any signs of slowing
down.
